WOMAN’S BODY FOUND 
ON HOWTH -STRAND.

SUPPOSED FALL OVER CLIFF. 


The body of a woman, yet unidentified, was 
found by a fisherman, Patrick O'Connor, on 
the seashore beneath Cliff Walk, Howth, Co. 
Dublin, last Friday evening. The body was 
within twenty feet of the wncoming tide, and 
it is surmised that the woman fell over the 
cliff, which at this point 1s 150 feet high. 

The woman was about 33 years o age, 
5 feet 7 inches in height, and of medium 
build, with full face, long brown hair, 
slightly grey at temples; high cheek bones 
end artificial teeth. She wore a lon 
rocain coat, lined with white meteriaP and 
trimmed with black braid; a black silk dress, 
dark green stockings, black shoes, fastened 
with straps; a red soft fur necklet, beige 
felt hat, with ornamental .pin, and grey d#uede 
gloves. Around her neck was a plain gold 
chain, attached to which were two religious 
medals, and she wore pendant ear-rings. The 
unerclothing was silk. 

The body lies in Findlater’s premises. 
Howth, awaiting a Coroner’s inquest, which 
will be held to-day.

INQUEST ON DUBLIN MAN. 


Dr. Louis A. Byrne, City Coroner, held an 
inquest in Jervis Street Hospital last Satur- 
day on Christopher Cole, an ex-British 
soldier, who died last Friday ‘night as a 
result of having fallen from the window of 
his residence, 9 Ryder’s row, Dublin, on the 
previous night. 

Mrs. Cole, widow, said that her husband 
served in the Great War and suffered subse- 
quently from epileptic fits. She has eight 
children; she had never heard her husband 
threaten to take his life.

P estimated, 1s 26 million cwt, larger on the 
year, and 235 per cent. above the average, 
and promises to be the second largest on 
had in Canada, being only exceeded by the 
harvest of 1923, when 254 million ewt. were 
secured. This heavy increase in the Canadian 
forecast, which has been accompanied by a 
small rise in the estimate of the United 
States crop, has led to a sharp fall in wheat 
prices recently, as will be seen from the

Loosen the gateau with a knife, 
turn it out, bottom upwards, on a hot dish, 
Sprinkle it thickly with grated cheese, and 
slip it under the gas griller till the cheese 
has browned upon it. Serve very hot. 


RAVIOLES. 

Make a very thick white sauce, to which 
add the yolk of an egg and a good seasoning 
of grated cheese, with red pepper and salt to 
taste.

The seed wheat called Government (that is, 
acclimatised by the Government) is best, 
being much less subject to rust than any 
other seed, The latter gets a good deal of 
injury by two sorts of ruat.- Further, wheat 
is subject to serious injury by sparrows, in 
addition to damage caused by large birds, 
like cranes. 

Maize has hitherto been lergely 
recently great damage has been 
borer insect which cuts the stalk. 

Nakuru has a beautiful climate and the 
country is delightful. It is several thousand 
feet above sea level. Coffee is a profitabl- 
crop, but the soil is not suitable. It is grown 
best in the low localities, but there 
mosquitoes and malaria are prevalent. 

The young settler spent a few thousand 

unds in machinery, including two ploughs, 

arrows, seeder, roller, harvester and two 

tractors, with which he cleared 200 more acres 
by hauling out the thorn trees. Drinking 
water is secured in large tanks in rainy 
weather—other water is unsuitable. In one 
operation he harrows seeds and rolls, all by 
tractor. Then when the crop is fit the 
American harvester cuts, threshes, harrows 
and bags, all in one operation. “Time and 
expenses are thus economised., 

Government seed wheat is limited so far. 
Oats do well in certain localities, but prices 
are low. However, black labour is cheap. 
Snakes are ny eater Seemingly there are 
not many wild beasts in the cleared districts 
about Nakuru, but they are numerous in 
districts where forests are heavy. Two crops 
of wheat can be harvested each year.

The Recorder said that the plaintiff was 
an apprentice, who was employed for two 
years in the shipyard, Some time. after the 
closing of the shipyard he obtained employ- 
ment with McConnell. David Archi 'a 


employer he left. en the plaintiff entered 
McConnell’s employment, eGlinchy and 
Doherty came to the shop and compleined to 
McCennell that he had violated an under- 
standing between the master plumbers in 
Derry and the local branch of the Plumbers’ 
Union by employing the plaintiff, a ‘‘club”’ 
apprentice, without due notice. A.‘ club” 
apprentice meant one who served as 


out of a job, The understanding referred to 
was that such an apprentice could nat be 
employed without previous notice to the local 
branch. The reason for this notice was to 
make sure that no club apprentice was em- 
ployed as long as there was any journeyman 
plumber out of a job in the city. MeConnell 
continued to empoly the plaintiff. 

Later, McGlinchy and Archibald, senior, 
called on McConnell to try to get Archibald, 
junior, reinstated. Young Archibald was 
reinstated, McConnell intending to try and do 
with two apprentices. But there. was a rule 
of the Plumbers’ Union that no master 
plumber was to have more than one appren- 
tice at the same time. McConnell was then 
informed by the shop steward that unless he 
dispensed with Brown as an apprentice his 
men would be called out on strike. To avoid 
a strike of his men, McConnell was forced 
to dispense with Brown. ) 

“I wish,’ continued the Recorder, “‘ to 
express the clear opinion that the -plaintiff 
has been very harshly treated by the local 
branch of the union, and I. have a shrewd 
suspicion that if the plaintiff's employment 
as an apprentice by McConnell had nt been 
considered to militate against the interests 
of David Archibald, junior, the son of the 
chairman of the local branch of the union, the

A “SPORTING” ACT. | 

“I think it was a sporting thing of 
McConnell to do to take on the two appren- 
tices rather than discharge either, whether 
he had work for two or not, and there was 
no suggestion before me that the employment 
of the two apprentices in this case resulted 
in the non-employment of any journeyman 
plumber. If the rules can be dispensed with, 
as apparently they can, I think, as between 
man and man, this was & case for seconding 
the generous proposal by McConnell to retain 
the two apprentices, even if he had no work 
for two, 

“A rule that all club apprentices are to 
teke their place at the end of a queue 
behind all unemployed journeymen plumbers, 
if enforced in a cast-iron way, can hardly 
fail to work serious injustice. This appears 
more clearly when one recollects that the 
“club apprentice’ may be out of work from 
no fault of his own, and that under the rules 
of the union his apprenticeship must be com- 
pleted before his age exceeds 24. v 
But, dealing with the legal propositions, 
the Recorder went on, in his opinion the 
case was governed by the provisions. of the 
Trades Disputes Act, 1906 .McConnell was 
anxious to retain the plaintiff as his appren-

‘privileged to see the. most recent inhabi- 


tants yesterday afternoon by the courtesy 
of Dr, Ferrar, the General Superintendent, 
and found that almost all of them had 
borne well the long journey te Dublin, 

One of them, which was described as a 
beautiful, but dangerous, black cobra, 
refused to be seen, which was, perhaps, al! 
for the best, as, after having been penned 
up in a little box, without food, during a 
long voyage from the East, its temper was 
a matter of aome uncertainty, 

THE BIGGEST AND SMALLEST. 

In size and weight a baby elephant that 
turns the scales at over a ton heads the 
list of arrivals, and three fighting fish, 
weighing only 30 grains each, come Jast. 
Poor little fighting fish, gaudy and 
belligerent, they fought their last fight on 
the voyage over and failed to survive. 

The problem of the ‘‘ baby’’ elephant— 
she is only one year old—was to get her 
out of her cage, and eleven strong men 
found the job no insignificant one, At 
noon yesterday, however, she was safely 
inside her new home, which has iron bars 
two inches thick. 

An innocent and guileless creature, she 
felt a little strange at first, but it .is hoped 
that with the aid of the big, but gentle, 
“ Sundree,” whom the children love so 
much, she will be made to feel at home in 
a few days. 

THE WILD MAN OF THE WOOD. 

** Bill” from Borneo is a perfect type 
of ‘ape, an orang-utan, who possesses a 
coat of a vivid rust red, and wears a 
tremendous air oÍ insouctance. When Dr. 
Ferrar handed him an apple he did not 
even deign to say “ thank you,” but turned 
his back on his benefactor, 

The vocal chords of the orang-utan are, 
perhaps, one of his most interesting points. 
Uniderneath his chin he wears a heavy 
pouch, which he inflates, much as one 
would the bag of a bagpipes, when he 
wants to make himself heard. His tribe 
use it as a means of communicating vocally 
over many miles of intervening jungle. 

“Bill” has not yet exercised this 
function since his arrival at the Zoological 
Gardens, but when he does it will be some- 
thing worth hearing. One peculiarity 
about this orang-utan is that the big toe 
of ‘his foot: more closely resembles the 
human thumb than does the corresponding 
finger of his hand. His foot also is just 
as mobile as his hand. 

He -has fastidious tastes, and insists on 
having his morning cup of tea, as well as 
afternoon tea—quite an epicure among 
beasts. At Liverpool, when travelling to 
Dublin, in the company of Dr. Ferrar, 
“Bill ”” was insulted in a manner that he 
has ‘not yet forgotten—he had to travel as 
a dog and on a dog's ticket. It is said 
that he gave vent. to. his feelings in a 
manner that surprised many of those on 
the docks at the time. 

NEW GUINEA KANGAROOS. 

Two rare creatures are a pair of very 
strange kangaroos, which are only found 
in certain parts of New Guinea. These 
are much smaller than their prototypes of 
Australia, but they are prettier, with their 
soft, brown eyes and dusky slate-coloured 
coats, ‘They are the only specimens of 
their kind in either England or Ireland, 
and probably in Western Europe. 

The pair of binturong are curious 
animals, of whom it would be difficult to 
give a description ; they must be seen. 

The two civet cats, from Indo-China, 
are vicious brutes. Great tawny creatures, 
three and four ‘times the size cf the 
domestic species, they sleep during the day 
and prow! for prey at night. 


THE SNAKE-KILLER. 

The mongoose is really a pretty creature, 
with its sharp, well-formed snout, long, 
bushy tail and heavy coat of a light 
heather-like mixture. A rat and snake- 
killer, the mongoose is not immune to 
snake poison, as is generally believed, but 
he is so active, in thunder-bolt fashion, 
that he is able to kill his enemy before 
he himself receives injury. 

The two slow Loris are extraordinary 
nocturnal animals of the monkey tribe 
from Siam. In repose during the day, 
they resemble a ball. of brown fur, but 
when they are stirred up they lift a small 
beautiful face from which two dull brown 
eyes of wonderful depth peep out un- 
seeingly. 

The porcupine from Siam arrived in a 
great cage, and if anybody approached him 
his quills, of six inches in length, stood 
up and rattled together with curious warn- 
ing effect, while he hissed loudly and spat. 

SQUIRRELS AND BEARS. 

The three Raffles squirrels are the 

prettiest animals in a petite and effective 


‘way that have yet arrived at the Gardens. 


Their bodies, gloriously coloured in 
harmonic pattern of black, white, blue 
grey and red ochre, measure only from 
three to four inches, while their great 
furry black tails are over seven inches long. 

There are two Malay bears of the 
smaller species, one of whom is a vile- 
tempered and dangerous brute, in marked 
contrast to its companion, which has a 
delightful, friendly disposition, and - is 
ready to play and be fondled in a child. 
like manner. ! : 

Two fine monitors (lisards) complete the 
animal section of arrivals. 


BEAUTIFUL BIRDS. 

In the bird section there are three small 
hanging parrots, whose colouring is really 
beautiful. They have what appears at a

A 
standard system of judging jumping has been 
in force for the past five or six years at the 
Royal Dublin Society’s shows, Space forbids 
me to detail all the rules, but the principal 
provisions are that five marks are awarded for 
every fence; one point is lost for every time 
a horse refyses a fence, and three refusals in 
all exclude him from the competition. A fair 
hunting pace must be maintained, and horses 

cing too slow or too fast are disqualified. 
NO points are given for style, but a “star 
is awarded to a horse whiclr does a round 
with exceptional brilliance. 

, The difficulty, I think, in provincial shows 
is not so much the actual awarding of the 
marks, but the difficulty which judges ex- 
perience of getting the marks down instantly 
opposite the correct number of the competing 
horse—an extremely difficult task when the 
horses are jumping in pairs, and not rendered 
easier by riders not keeping together. - It 
would undoubtedly be advantageous if com- 
potitors generally would agree with the Royal 
ublin Society's system, or some similar method 
should be adopted universally, and a request 
issued to all Pym gi that they should judge in 
this way and in no other. Judging is, how- 
ever, a thankless task, and one cannot help 
feeling for the disappointed exhibitor, who is 
sometimes not unnaturally hypercitical. 

Some years ago an attempt was made to 
form a Horse-Jumping Competitors’ Society, 
which, however, fell through. Without sub- 
stantial funds such an undertaking would be 
impossible, but I quite agree with your 
correspondent that much might be done to 
standardise the system of judging at all shows

Morals and Politics. 

A pastoral address, issued by the Roman 
Catholic Hierarchy of Ireland, on the 
occasion of the Plenary Synod at 
Maynooth, was read yesterday in all the 
churches. In some respects the archbishops 
and bishops are satisfied with the country's 
moral state, but they warn it against 
certain sins and excesses which of late 
years have become frequent, if not 
prevalent. This fall from righteousness 
they attribute partly to the general 
extravagance of modern tastes and partly 
to civil turmoil. The sin of perjury stands 
prominently’in the pastoral’s list of evils, 
and for two reasons the bishops’ measured 
words on this subject demand, and will 
Feceive, special attention. In the first 
place, the practice of perjury has increased

When a Christian man ‘‘ swears solemnly,’’ 
his oath is taken before God; and the 
bishops say that “ to call God to witness a 
lie or a false promise is a terrible outrage 
on the God of.truth.’’ Furthermore, they 
declare falsehood in any: guise—even, we 
must assume, when excused as an “ empty 
formula '.—to be “ the vice of slaves.’’ 
To-day, it seems, in this queer country a 
political party has adopted the vice of 
slaves as an instrument of freedom.

France has objected more 
through fear cf subsequent Spanish en- 
croachment’ on the sphere of French 
influence. Italy complicates the issue 
with a demand for Italian representa- 
tion in the government of Tangier ; 
but it is suspected that Signor Mussolini 
would not be sorry to see the Spanish 
claim granted, in order that a Spanish 
Morocco might aid Italian Tripoli in the 
bridling of French power’ in Northern 
Africa. 

The policy of the Powers hitherto has 
been to preserve an open door in Tangier 
for the benefit of all nations; but it is 
evident that the present system cannot 
endure. Tangier must be given a form 
of government which will ensure public 
safety and will allow econemic development 
to replace stagnation. Spain must ,be

Nothing less than 
the relations of two continents are con- 
cerned in the issue that stands behind 
Tangier. Spain, France, Italy and Britain 
all have great spheres of interest ranked 
along the southern coasts of the Medi- 
in the territories of the dis- 
solved empire of Islam. If Spain and 
France aspire to develop Morocco, and 
Italy to restore a Latin empire in 
Tripoli, England has an equally vital 
stake in the independence of Egypt. A 
renaissance of Islam, with its warlike and 
fanatical zeal, is one of the chief likeli- 
hoods threatening the world’s peace. If 
the Powers fail to delimit peacefully their 
African interests and to pursue a common 
policy, they may find those interests 
divided and broken ‘by the resurgent 
tribal swarms.

POPE. 
ROME, Sunday. 

Unless unforeseen circumstances render a 
change in the programme necessary, the Lord 
Mayor of London and his party are to be 
received by the Pope in private audience on 
Wednesday. 

The Lord Mayor, speaking to Reuter’s 
Correspondent to-day, said: ‘“‘In the “first 
place, I should like to say how deeply I was 
touched by the warmth of the welcome we 
have received ever since we arrived in Italy. 
I shall ever bear in grateful remembrance the 
gracious reception given us by Their Majes- 
ties. I was much impressed by the King’s 
wide knowledge of the affairs of our country 
and the history of London. Since we arrived 
the greatest kindness has been shown us on 
all sides, and we are delighted with our first 
impression of Rome.”

BISHOP AND SOCIETY'S 
WRONG MOTIVE. 


The most characteristic movement in 
the politics of our own time was the effort 
to get recognised as a help between 
nations a standard of mutual conduct, 
said the Bishop of Ripon at Leicester 
yesterday. There were many signs at 
present that they were in danger of 
missing their way and falling between 
two stools. 

The typical society of to-day had the 
wrong motive behind it, and looked to 
the wrong side of force to help it—if the 
spirit of the jungle had shown a decrease, 
the spirit of the machine had been 
installed instead. They regarded each 
other nowadays as one another’s debtors 
and creditors, and that had been allowed 
to take the place of spiritual teaching. 
The cash register had displaced the bond 
of fellowship. They regarded each other 
as possible customers instead of regar-l- 
ing the other man as a possible brother. 

There was still a suspicion over all, and 
they acted from a normal selfish motive. 
Instead of opportunities of friendship 
between humans and nations they had 
opportunities of suspicion. They had 
passed the ape and tiger state, but were 
in the state of the horse and the mule, 
when the motive appealed to was not 
understanding, but force and fear. They 
had to learn to trace and develop the 
higher powers instinctive in their natures, 
and that would make them really human. 


BISHOP WELLDON’S CALL. 

A call to the Churches to confront the 
anti-Christian forces at work in the world 
to-day was made by the Dean of Durham 
(Bishop Welldon) when preaching yester- 
day from a Free Church pulpit in Ipswich, 
where the Church Congress is being held 
this week. 

The cry of Christian reunion, he said, 
was sounding in their hearts. It was 
needed. 

“You and I are contending for the 
faith of Jesus Christ, are contending for 
the elementary principles of moral law. 
which has made Christendom and 
Christians ; and just becausegthe battle is 
so fierce and so vital we must close up 
our ranks.” 


PROFESSIONAL JURORS. 


LORD HEWART’S VIEWS.

“ I cannot understand how the process of 
individual selection, conducted in some un 
explained fashion, would be likely to im- 
prove on the existing system. It might, on 
the other hand, easily give rise, if not to 
partisanship, at any. rate to an appearance or 
suspicion of partisanship. Of course, as 
things are, there are provisions which are 
from time to time made use of for the pur- 
pose of challenging individual jurors, but, as 
at present advised, I am satisfied that what 
may be called the haphazard or chance selec- 
tion is the best. We certainly do not want 
professional jurors in another sense—in the 
sense which every schoolboy recollects from 
the comedy of Aristophanes. Fa * 

“ With regard to the service of women on 
juries, they seem to me to be most admirable, 
ortunately, the opportunities for public ser- 
vice for women have been within recent 
years very largely increeased in this country. 
ust as to-day women are solicitors, barristers, 
and magistrates, so also are they members of 
juries. I have a strong suspicion that if a 
woman witness is giving false evidence she is 
much more likely to impose upon men than 
upon women, and this proposition is not the 
jess true if the perjured witness happens to 
be extremely good looking.”

i ware pastoral address issued by the arch- 
bishaoma and bishops of the Roman 
Catholic Church in Ireland to their flocks 
ón the occasion of the Plenary Synod, held 
in Maynooth, was read in the churches 
‘yesterday morning. 

Dealing with the state of religion, it 
states that, as one glances at the signs of 
vitality of which the Church jn Ireland / 
‘has given proof in recent years, the retro- 
spect is calculated in many ways to fill) 
the heart with a deep sense of gratification. 
Looking round to-day we see our land 
studded with many glorious edifices where 
the Church's ceremonial is carried out 
with a stately grandeur worthy of 
Catholicity at its best. Assistance at Mass 
of obligation and reception of Holy Com- 
munion are amongst the tests of practical 
faith. 

" So far as we are able to learn,” states 
the pastoral, “these duties are discharged 
with exactness by the faithful generally, 
who in diverse ways give abundant proof 
that God's love reigns in their hearts and 
that their religion is very real. Not only 
so, but the creat majority by works of 
special devotion put forth choice fruits of 
fervent piety.’’ 


PATERNAL AUTHORITY. 


“From what had been said,” it went on, 
“one must not conclude that all is per- 
fect, or that there is no need for caution. 
These latter days have witnessed, among 
many other unpleasant sights, a loosening 
of the bonds of parental authority, a dis- 
regard for the discipline of the home, and 
a general impatience under restraint that 
drives youth to neglect the sacred claims of 
authority and follow its own capricious 

Some would be inclined to regard 
spirit of restlessness as a _ revolt 
against authority of every sort. But the 
truth seems to be that it is rather a re- 
action from a period of great strain and 
stress which has tried the patience of man- 
kind even to the snapping point. Ireland 
appears to have been affected by some such 
disturbing force, as well as by its own 
troubles. 

“ Whatever may be the cause, we are 
hopeful that any laxity that exists is a 
mere passing phase, and that to bring 
back those who may have suffered to the 
high moral standard of our Catholic tradi- 
tion, what is needed is to open their eyes 
to some of the pitfalls by which they are 
surrounded. The evil one is ever setting 
his snares for unwary feet. At the 
moment, his traps for the innocent are 
chiefly the dance hall, the bad book, the 
indecent paper, the motion picture, the 
immodest fashion in female dress—all of 
which tend to destroy the virtues 
characteristic of our race. Chastity is one 
of God’s most beautiful gifts.

The Pope gave an audience to the

The Dean of the Rota, ‘Monsignor 
Massimi, delivered a speech recalling the 
Press attack on the 
to the favourable decisions given in matri- 
monial cases concerning prominent people; 
and also because it had extended its juris- 
diction to non-Catholics, maintaining that 
in granting the annulment of marriages. 
the Church has disavowed the principle 
of the inviolability of marriage. 


RIGH AND POOR BENEFIT EQUALLY. 

According to figures published by the 
Rota, Monsignor Massimi declared, the 
cases settled amounted to fifty-five, um 
twenty-eight of which the decision 
favoured the annulment of the marriage. 
Exactly half of these favoured rich people 
who could pay the costs of the case, the 
‘ramen half favouring poor people, the ex- 
penses in the case of the latter being 
borne by the Rota. 

Monsignor Massimi went on to say that 
the cost of cases for poor people had com- 
pletely absorbed the fees paid by the rich. 

The Pope answered, urging the Rota to 
continue its work with the same alacrity 
and straightforwardness as in the past, 
examining also cases concerning non- 
Catholics, because “the Church is the 
mother of all souls redeemed with the 
blood of the Saviour. 


A DIFFICULT TASK. 

“The Church must continue -to 
harmonise, a8 far as possible, the highest 
human and divine exigencies of the 
supreme law of the indissolubility of 
marriage with other smaller, but not less 
deserving, justices of individual right.°’ 

The Pope added that, as the Church is 
immaculate, so is its law. Thus the 
Tribuna) of the Rota, which is so impor- 
tant in the life of the Church, must be 
immaculate. His Holiness concluded hy 
urging the necessity of being careful owing 
to the universal attention centred on the 
work of the Rota. 


SHANNON SCHEME.

INVITATION TO OWNERS OF 
SMALL UNDERTAKINGS. 


One of the most difficult problems 
facing the recently-constituted Shannon 
Electricity Supply Board concerns the 
acquisition of existing undertakings in 
the Saorstat. The proprietors of these 
undertakings are asked to communicate 
in writing with the Board for the purpose, 
as stated in our advertising columns 
to-day, “of arranging an interchange of 
views on the question as to how existing 
electricity supply undertakings are to fit 
‘into the new conditions created by the 
establishment of the national electricity 
supply system from the Shannon." 

It may be taken, writes our Political 
Correspondent, that the advertisement 
does not apply to Dublin or Cork, but to 
the numerous small undertakings through- 
out the country. In the case of these, 
either of two things can happen. The 
Electricity Supply Board can either sell, 
them electricity in bulk, or buy them ont. | 

Most of these small undertakings, it 
was explained to me yesterday, operate 
with direct current, and if they take their 
current from the Shannon, they must re- 
construct their networks to distribute it. 
Under the Electricity Supply Act the 
Board is bound to fix the selling prices to 
the consumers in the case of these under- 
takings. 

How difficult this will be can be realised 
from the fact that, while in a town of, 
say, 5,000 inhabitants, which at the 
moment has no electricity supply, the 
cost of a new network would work out at 
about £3,000, the actual capital invested 
in an electricity undertaking in a town of 
the same size would vary from probably 
£6,000 to £9,000. Under the Act every 
town must bear its own burden, so that a 
town with an undertaking would be in the 
position of having to bear a burden of 
from £6,000 to £9,000, whereas a town in 
which no electricity undertaking existed 
would have to bear only £3,000, a differ- 
ence possibly of twopence to fourpence per 
unit in the selling price of electricity as 
between the two towns. 

It is satisfactory to learn that pro- 
prietors of undertakings are to be given 
an opportunity of arguing their case with 
the Board, and failure, for one reason or 
another, to take advantage of it would be 
to run unnecessary risk of subsequent dis- 
appointment at the decisions which must, 
in any case, be taken by the Board.

HIS OLD WAR COMRADE. 

The President was then congratulated 
by the Premiers of the Prussian and 
Federal Governments, by the President’ of 
the Reichstag and the Prussian Diet, and 
by representatives of the Army, Navy, and 
City of Berlin. | 

Later he received the Papal Nuncio, 
who, on behalf of the Diplomatic Corps, 
handed in an address written on parch- 
ment, and signed by all the foreign Ám- 
bassadors and Ministers in Berlin. 

To-day's receptions concluded with a 
visit from the delegates of the Old Army, 
whose leader, Field-Marshal von Macken- 
sen, congratulated his “old war comrade.” 


REMARKABLE SCENES IN THE 
STREETS. 

. The capital gave the President a re- 
ception worthy of an Emperor, and one 
which equalled in warmth any which 
Wilhelm the Second ever had. From an 
early hour the streets through which the 
President was to pass on his way to the 
Stadium were packed with spectators. 
Houses all over the city were beflagged., 
the old black, white and red colours 
greatly predominating, and a large trade 
was done by ‘street ‘hawkers in selling 
photographs and button badges of the 
President and Nationalist flags. 


VETERANS OF TWO WARS. 

The entire seven miles route from the 
Presidential Palace to the Stadium was 
lined with members of various organisa- 
tions, such as the “Steel Helmets’’ and 
War Veterans’ Associations, students’ 
corps, motorists, with cars decorated with 
flowers; miners’ unions, ex-Colonial 
troops, Tyrolese and Bavarian delegations, 
women's patriotic associations, and, lastly, 
school children. Numerous bands at in- 
tervals along the route played while the 
crowd wag. awaiting the President's 
arrival. a ' 

While the vetérans of the older war 
wore top hats and frock coats and 
proudly displayed the medals of 1866 and 
1872, the survivors of the Great War ap- 
peared in semi-military dress. The 
students turned out in their gala attire, 
and the Bavarian and Tyrolese peasants, 
in their picturesque national costumes, 
gave a touch of colour to the scene, which 
was enhanced by the presence of nume- 
rous ex-officers in full military uniforms, 
glittering with medals and Orders. 


HALF-A-MILLION PEOPLE CHEER 
THE PRESIDENT. 

Behind the double rows of official 
spectators the general public were 
assembled, and it is safe to say that, half- 
a-million people in the streets and in the 
houses on the route cheered: the Pres'- 
dent as he drove past in an open 


car 
in the brilliant sunshine of a martes 


autumn day on his way to the Stadium. 
Dr. Marx, the Chancellor, was seated at 
his side. The President was wearing a 
frock coat and top hat, and, as always, 
showed no emotion as he responded to 
the applause of the crowd. On the con- 
trary, he remained upright and immobile 
in his car. 

In the Stadium itself 20,000 school 
children and invited guests were 
assembled to greet President von Hinden- 
burg. He received an uproarious welcome 
from the children -when he appeared at 
4.15 p.m., and drove slowly around the 
arena before taking his seat in the presi- 
dential box. The scene was picturesque 
ia the extreme, with the thousands of 
boys and girls in bright dresses, holding 
garlands of flowers and singing patriotic 
songs. 


ADDRESS TO SCHOOL CHILDREN. 

After they had concluded, the old 
warrior rose and, in a dead silence, ad- 
dressed the children, thanking them for

BLOW TO ZINOVIEFF. 

. An officia) dispatched from Moscow re- 
ports that Trotsky and one of his chief 
supporters, Vujovitch, have been expelled 
from the Executive Committee of the Com- 
munist International. This action was 
taken by the disciplinary committee, in 
secret session, and deprives Trotsky of 
another important post which he has held 
since the opening days of the revolution. 
Trotsky’s expulsion is also a severe blow 
to’ Zinovieff, the deposed President of the 
Communist International, who has ‘been 
depending upon Trotsky to represent him 
on the Council of the International, which 
he headed for eight years. 

Both Trotsky and Zinovieff are now 
reckoned amongst the “has-beens” of 
Russia, and nothing short of a new re- 
volution is believed would place them in 
their former position of power. 

According to the Moscow papers, Stalin 
is rapidly clearing the decks for the tenth 
anniversary of the Bolshevik revolution, 
which will be celebrated next month. A 
festive session of the Executive Committee 
of the Communist Party, which is to be 
held at the same time, will consist of 480 
delegates, with voting powers, and 120 
without voting powers. . 


ALL-RUSSIAN COMMITTEE. 

The decree announcing the meeting con- 
tains an important departure from the 
usual procedure, since the members of the 
All-Russian Central Executive Committee, 
| who are not especially elected, are now not 
permitted to attend this session, thus ex- 
cluding Trotsky and Zinovieff, unless they 
can secure sufficient votes from some of 
the other Communist organisations. 

Moscow politics have become even more 
complicated with the increasing differ- 
ences between Stalin and the members of 
the opposition, who formerly controlled 
the Government machine. The latter now 
seek support among the under-paid 
workers and the unemployed. Another 
development is Trotsky’s demand for 4 
free Press in Russia to enable him and 
his supporters to place their views before 
the party 

During the past six months many secret 
printing plants operated by the opposi- 
tion, have been confiscated, and to date 
350 Communists have been expelled from 
the party fer supporting Trotsky and 
Zinovieff. 


SPYING IN THE 
BALKANS. 


REPORTED INTERNA- 
TIONAL ORGANISATION.

BUCHAREST, Oct. 2. 

A great international spying organisa- 
tion, with a branch in Prague, from which 
activities are reported to be carried out 
throughout the Balkans, is the subject of 
an inquiry by a Council of War, which 
has just been opened here.

Some three hundred organised 
Nationalists resolved not to allow General 
Smuts to speak, and stormed the hall, 
where fierce fighting broke out with 
members of the South African Party. 

Chairs, bottles, sticks and iron ‘bars 
were freely used, and there were numerous 
cracked heads, bleeding faces and other 
injuries. 

General Smuts’s supporters were greatly 
outnumbered, and eventually were driven 
off by the Nationalists, who, took posses- 
sion of the hall, where they indulged in 
singing and dancing. A Union Jack in 
the hall was torn to shreds.

Last week General Smuts had the 
greatest difficulty in getting a hearing at 
Pretoria owing to organised Nationalist 
opposition.

A Note’ has been sent to the Soviet 
Government pointing out the undesira- 
bility of M. Rakovsky’s remaining in Paris 
as Ambassador. The French Ambassador 
in Moscow, M. Herbette, had, it is under- 
stood, already been instructed to point 
out.to M. Tchitcherin that M. Rakovsky's 
signature of the propaganda manifesto 
had rendered himi so much suspect to a 
large part of the French people that his 
position would be extremely difficult, 
either as a negotiator on the old subject 
of debts or on the new one of a pact of 
non-aggression. 

These remarks apparently produced no 
impression on the Soviet Government; so 
they have riow been reproduced rather more 
pointedly in a formal Note, which should 
make it clear that M. Rakovsky is no 
longer persona grata in Paris. 

M. Poincaré had an interview yester- 
day with M. de Monzie, the President of 
the French Delegation for negotiation 
with the Soviet Government, on the sub- 
ject of the new offer made by the Soviet 
Government for a settlement of the pre- 
war debt.

A furious gale, accompanied in many 
places by heavy rain, marked the passing 
of “Summer Time”’ in Great Britain and 
Ireland. . 

No deaths from the storm have been 
reported in this country, but in Great 
Britain a man and his wife were killed 
and several children injured, while many 
families were rendered homeless by floods. 
In Dublin and the surrounding districts 
branches of trees were blown down, and 
there was the usual toll of chimney pots, 
slates, and small hoardings. Considerable 
damage was caused amongst the temporary 
structures erected in connection with a 
charity féile in Parnell square, which 
closed on Saturday night. The large 
marquee used as a ballroom was com- 
pletely wrecked. 

Despite the high wind there was com- 
paratively little rain in Dublin yesterday, 
and long intervals of brilliant sunshine 
tempted large numbers of people out of 
doors during the afternoon. 

Gales and floods added during the week- 
end to the widespread damage already 
caused in Irish country districts. Oats, 
and potatoes, especially, have 
suffered severely. In some parts of County 
Tipperary crops have been under water 
for four or five days. - 

In the Roman Catholic churches in 
Strabane, County Tyrone, yesterday, 
prayers were offered for good weather gor 
the harvest. 

In Belfast and the North of Ireland the 
wind at times yesterday reached a velocity 
of sixty miles per hour, Rain fell heavily, 
and most of the low-lying ground near the 
city is under water. Trees were uprooted 
and buildings damaged. Farmers are 
faced with the prospect in many cases ol 
losing the greater part of the harvest. 


HUSBAND AND WIFE KILLED BY 
FALLEN TREE. 

At Chester yesterday, Mr. and Mrs. T. 
H. Wareing, who lived in Selkirk road, 
Curzon Park, wére walking in Eaton Park 
in the direction of Eaton Hall, the country 
house of the Duke of Westminster, when 
a large elm tree was uprooted by the 
gale, and, falling, killed both. 

When their bodies were extricated from 
beneath the tree they were found to have 
suffered terrible injuries. Many other 
people who were walking in the park at 
the time, including a woman, wheeling @ 
perambulator, ‘containing a baby, had 
narrow escapes. 


SIX CHILDREN INJURED.. 

Six children were hurt in Swinton yes- 
terday by the collapse of a part of the 
wall of a house under which they were 
sheltering from torrential rain which 
accompanied a fierce gale over the Man- 
chester area. 

They were struck by falling débris, and 
were taken to Salford Royal Hospital, 
where, with one exception—that of 
Florence Barker, aged 12, who received a 
fracture of the base of the skull and was 
Getained—they were found to have heen 


but slightly injured . 


MAN KILLED BY CYCLIST. 
When the gale was at its height yester- 
day afternoon a youth riding a pedal 
bicyele in the face of the wind, with his 
head down, collided with Robert Weldon, 
aged 47, of King street, Mansfield, Notts. 
Weldon was knocked down, and was 
dead, apparently from a fractured skull, 
when a doctor arrived. 

Torrential rain yesterday morning 
caused widespread flooding at Greenock. 
Several. streams overflowed their banks, 
and the water, flowing down in torrents 
from the upper parts of the town, turned 
a number of the principal streets into 
rivers. 


FAMILIES HOMELESS IN GREENOCK. 

About eight dwellinghouses and shops 
were flooded, and seven families rendered 
homeless. Two of these families, who 
resided in Brougham street, escaped by a 
side-window, clad in their night clothes, a 
few seconds before the flood struck their 
dwellings. Five families, who were ren- 
dered homeless by the flooding in East 
Hamilton street, were accommodated in a 
church hall. 

Several motor "buses, filled with pas- 
sengers, were caught in the floods and had 
to be towed clear. Three hundred tele- 
phone lines were put out of commission. 


SERIOUS PLIGHT OF SCOTTISH 
CROPS. 

At Aberdeen yesterday there was a re- 
newal of the rainstorm, renewed flooding 
and still greater damage to crops, which 
make up a depressing sight of blackening 
stocks and uncut fields flattened and 
battered.
